12, 15 and 14 week varieties should be Lignted September 
ist to April 1st to the 15th. One to two hours of light during 
August should be sufficient, increasing to three hours during 
September, four hours during October and five hours during the 
months of November and December and then diminishing during 
January to four hours, March to three and April to two and one. 


SHADING 


8, 9 and 10 week varieties must be Shaded from April lst 
to Seotember 15th to insure Pespomse to bud initiation, “Lh 
week varieties should be shaded March 15th to October lst, and 
12, 13, and 14 week varieties should be shaded from March lst 
to October 15th. 


SPACING 


Pompons bloomed during November, December and January 
Should have 32 sq. in. per stem. October, February and March 
require about 28 sq. in. per stem, and any Pompons flowered 
from April through September should have about 24 sq, in. per 
stem, Spacing on Mums for the same periocs would require 
respectively 36, 32 and 28 sq. in. per flower.
